are a lot more of them around." 


Lamb was off 4 to 6 cents a 


pound in some places as supplies 
increased, and "specials" on leg 
of lamb with prices trimmed as 


much as 10 cents were reported in 
scattered cities. Changes in prices 
of frying chickens and pork loin 
roasts ranged from 1 to 7 cents a

Night Driver* Should Follow 


Seven Safety Rules 


Warning to motorists: Don't drive at night unless it's 


absolutely necessary. . 


Seven steps-for safer night driving are outlined today by 


an insurance expert The dangers posed by after-dark travel 
also were cited. 


"Night driving is infinitely more dangerous than day- 


light driving," said the expert. "This is especially true for 
motorists determined to 'get there' or 'get home' after long 
hours on the road." 


The seven night driving rules outlined by Tripp are: 
1. Make regular stops. Get out, walk around, relax. 


You'll rest your eyes, muscles and reflexes and be more alert 
when you continue. 


2. During a long night trip, stop halfway to your desti- 


nation and eat a good meal, not just coffee and doughnuts. 


3. Don't fight traffic, drive defensively. Be constantly 


on the alert for the driving errors of others, 


4. Get into the habit of'not staring directly into oncom- 


ing headlights. Look beyond the beams to the road ahead 
and avoid temporary blindness. 


N 
5. Don't overdrive your headlights. Keep your speed 


down to where you can stop within the distance shown by 
headlight beams. 


6. Overtake slower cars and pass with caution. If a car 


is coming toward you and two distant lights are visible it is 
unsafe to pass. 


7. If possible, have a'companion with you to help you 


stay awake, alert and responsible to highway dangers. 


"NlgHt driving often is cooler and more pleasant," Tripp 


said. "There usually is less traffic and fewer distractions. 
You can go greater distances in less time." 


The disadvantages and dangers, however, are very .real 


He pointed out that night driving is more monotonous, you 
get sleepy, there's a tendency to drive too fast, windshields 
get spattered with insects, making visibility poor, and help is 
harder to find in case of car trouble.

Flexibility Will Help Game 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"I realize that your early plans 


for a hand may have to be altered 
as the play goes on." writes a 
Tulsa 
coi respondent, "but my 


trouble is that 1 cannot choose 
my early plan. For example, I was 
recently realt the following hand: 


"Joker J-J 9-9-9 7-7 4-4 3. 
"The pack was born frozen, and 


the initial meld was 90 points for 
both sides. I couldn't make up my 
mind whether or not to meld at 
my first opportunity. One of the 
players said my course should 
have been \ery clear. 


"I<? that correct? If so, what 


should I have done?" 


Yes. 
\our course should have 


been clear at the beginning of the 
hand. You should have gone along 
without melding, hoping to get the 
discard pile in short order. 


When you have the count and 


four or more pairs, you have a 
very good chance to win the pile. 
For the first few rounds, at any 
rate, that should be your goal. 


You must give up if somebody 


else takes the pile or if you sud- 
denly develop too many cards of 
the same rank. For example, sup- 
pose you are dealt the hand al- 
ready cited. You draw another

jack, and discard the black three*. 


Now you have two triplets and 


two pairs. Next you draw another 
nine, and you decide to release a 
seven as the safest discard. You 
then draw a fourth jack. 


By this time, with two four- 


card bases and only one other pair, 
your hand has changed its char- 
acter. It is now better for meld- 
ing out than for winning the dis- 
card pile Your best bet is to put 
down the four jacks and the four 
nines, adding the Joker to which- 
ever your partner is more likely 
to hold. If your partner can com- 
plete a canasta, you should meld 
out very qquickly. 


In general, your first plan for a 


hand depends on its "type." With 
several pairs and the count, you 
play to win the discard pile. With 
your meld concentrated in one or 
two ranks, you try to meld out 
quickly. These are the clear cases. 


Many hand? are not so clear-cut. 


You must play along without com- 
mitting yourself to any definite 
course, hoping that the cards you 
pick up will clarify the situation 
for you. If your hand continues to 
give you >no definite clue, base 
your course on what your partner 
seemes to want

FORTLAMY. French Equator- 


Ul Africa-<»-Until recenUy, cat- 
tle bad a social rather than com- 
mercial value in the immense 
plains country which borders the 
Sahara Desert on the south. A 
man got his standing according to 
the number of cows, horses or 
camels he bad. 


But yardsticks are changing, ev- 


en in the desert. Soon the no- 
mad's standing may be based on 
the number of cattle he can grow 
and sell. 


The chang* of seasons always 


has brought on a great trek of 
animals—cattle, goats and sheep, 
camels, horses and donkeys—in 
this area. In February and March 


the desert Is dry *nd becoming 
hotter tvery day. Vast caravans 
of •«!»»«•«• male*' their way south 
traveling 300 to 400 miles. Then, 
when the rains make th« desert 
blocm with miaosa and grans, the 
whole mass -of men and beasts 
plods north. 


The yearly wanderings have giv- 


en the nomads bare subsistence. 
Now airplanes and refrigeration 
are changing the picture. The cat- 
tle are routed to certain spots for 
slaugM.fr, and th« meat is flown 
down to the continent's meatless 
forest belt.

Tiialerg coins are still used and 
camel caravans come from across 
the border of Sudan. Here a 
slaughter houe« has been built to 
handle 1,650 head of cattle a month.

A soap factory and tan- 
nery also are to be added. 


As the basis for the slaughter 


house, a firm sent three refriger- 
ated five-ton trucks through the

Meat is delivered to a 
nearby airstrip, and flown out to 
Bangui.

from the United States, and put 
its financial house in order.

The second school calls for In- 


creasing the volume of world trade 
by taking a directing hand in the 
management of the International 
economy of the Western world. 


Halt -Trend 


If successful, this would halt tho 


present down-trend in American 
exports, would mean better mar- 
kets for American farm .products 
and manufactured goods. 


It would also mean still more in- 


volvement in world affairs—per- 
haps the setting up of a fund by 
the United States to stabilize the 
shaky currencies of other nations, 
and doubtless large investments of 
American .capital in foreign re 
sources and industries.

Saw Some Hope 


He said that hope was quickly 


proved "to be in vain," but in 
that hope "there then seemed to

Then he asserted he was appeal- 


ing at the time for Congress to 
take m i l i t a r y precautions by 
strengthening the armed forces. 


He - went on to hit at Truman 


with this statement: 


"But now listen to the man who 


is decrying this 1945 position of 
mine. In 1948, three years later 
and after repeated instances of 
Soviet duplicity, the same man 
said, 'I like old Uncle Joe Stalin. 
Joe is a decent fellow.' " 


The general proposed the United 


States "use all means short of 
war" in a huge psychological-war- 
fare program backed by every 
agency and resource of the nation. 


Gives Hopes 


This would call for meshing 


every action and policy of the gov- 
ernment, he ..explained, adding if 
this were done, it would mean: 


"We shall no longer have a De- 


partment of State that deals with 
foreign policy in an aloof cloister; 
a Defense department that makes 
military appraisals in a vacuum; 
a Mutual Security Administration 
that. s. . spends billions overseas." 


While Korean news focused' on 


a breakoff of truce negotiations 
and the Chinese Reds' greatest at- 
tack in more than a year, Eisen- 
hower went on: 


"Today this bloody line marks 


the 'defense perimeter' of America 
in that part of the world was a 
quite different line. That defense 
line did not touch Korea ... but 
ran through islands well off the 
continental shore. 


Still Paying 


"Many an 
American 
family 


knows only too'well'how history 
has dealt with this policy decision 
of our government. The Com- 
munists hastened to exploit it. And 
we Americans are still paying 
dearly to redeem it." 


He insisted the Joint Chiefs of 


Staff in 1947—while he still was 
Army chief of staff—had made a 
seceret military appraisal of the 
strategic importance of Korea in 
event of-general war. in that ap- 
praisal, the importance of Korea 
was minimized. 


"As always," he said, "the Joint 


Chiefs were careful to refrain 
from political judgments that were 
beyond their authority."

He has no argument against th« game itself. Lotes it, he 


says. But Group \lolently dislikes the way th« football program 
Is handled at too many schools In this country. 


"THERE ARE high schools today where football is on as com 


mercialized a basis as in the worst of the colleges—where money is 
pumped Into football at the expense of general student facilities; where 
the yardstick for the coach is to win games and build gate receipts; 
when the players are both babied in the classrooms and exploited on 
UM athletic field." 


That Is the heart of Group's gripe about some high school 


football setups. It doesn't happen at every high school, he says, 
but it does happen In too many of them. 


GROUP CLAIMS not to be a disgruntled football coach who is 


writing because hs has been pressured out of a job. Group says he 
coached at a school where things weren't run that way. 


"It wasn't that the school authorities were putting premture 


on me; It was Just that I was putting too much pressure on 
myself . . . I know of eight Pittsburgh high school coaches who 
have suffered heart attacks within the past 10 years. Three of 
them died." 


GROUP SAYS he wanted none of this, so he quit. 


Where doe* Group place the blame for over-emphasis In 


high school foot ball r He thinks the school boards of the sinning 
schools are guilty. He says: 


"PERSONALLY, I think the responsibility for a bad high school 


football program—as for anything else in a school—goes back to the 
school board. Various principals and superintendents have told me 
that they disapprove .of the way football is run in their schools, but 
that they are powerless to do anything about it—the school board 
wants It that way. On the other hand, I have heard educators say 
that a school administrator should be able to guide the policies of his 
board—if not he should get out." 


. Finally, Group suggests that perhaps the Name should go to 


the voters, to those who elect school board members who will

Nudist Isle Hard on Feet

ISLE OF LEVANT, France UPV— 


Life in this Mediterranean nudist 
colony is fine for the soul and hard 
on the feet. 


The island lies ID miles off 


France opposite the summer vaca- 
tion spot of Le Lavandou. I took a 
boat ride over. 


You do see nudists. As the boat 


comes in to the small dock, the 
nudists .coma runnlng._cut .from 
among the. trees and rocks and 
help the passengers ashore. A big 
brown male nude .gave me a 
friendly band across the gap be- 
tween the boat and the wharf. 


Men More Nude 


The meir are more nude than the 


women. The children are nudest of 
all—right spanking nude. The men 
wear a covering about the size of 
a folded pocket handkerchief, say 
five or six inches square. It seems 
to be enough. Some women wear 
halters but most let their breasts 
enjoy the fine cooling touch of the 
sea breezes and the warm rays of 
a sun which shines 300 days a 
year. Elsewhere the women wear 
about the smallest bathing suit you 
ever saw. 


One young lassie of about 24 


summers strolled by us, all golden 
brown, or almost all. She had been 
bathing along the coast on the 
French side, wearing the neces- 
sary halter and scanty pants. On 
the island she had discarded the 
halter. She had a case of sunburn. 


Law Requirements 


The law requires that the mini- 


mum one piece of cloth be worn. 
We were told that a good many 
are not very particular about that 
when they 'get back into the "in- 
terior." I walked to the top of the 
island without excessive peering 
into the bushes and didn't see any 
law violations.

TEHRAN. Iran—W—Recent at- 


tacks on unveiled women In Teh- 
ran have brought a counter-attack 
from the ladles—a proposal that 
Iranian men put away their West- 
ern garb, return to long robes and 
turbans, and let their beards grow. 


During the past few days, sev- 


eral Western-dressed women with- 
out the traditional voluminous Mos- 
lem veil have been attacked in 
the crowded bazaar section of the 
capital. Several were burned by 
acid squirted from syringes. 


Today the Independent newspa- 


per Iran printed an announcement

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Wrong Switch Turns on Eight Heroes; 
Men Risk Lives to Save Grand Coulee 


GRAND COULEE DAM, 


—Otsp in the concrete depth* o( 
tb« world's fourth highest dam- 
Grand Coulee on Ui« Columbia 
River— a sick workman threw the 
wrong switch. 


That was last March 14. To- 


day eight engineers of the U. 8. 
Bureau of Reclamation are wear- 
log fold medals for risking their 
lives by drowning or electrocution 
to save the MO-foot-high dam from 
possible destruction. 


The full story came out the other 


day when the medals were award* 
ed to the engineers by the Depart* 
meat of Interior. 


During a routine inspection of 


th* dam the sick workman, whose 
name was not disclosed and who 
no longer is employed there, mis- 
takenly pulled the switch that 
opened the upstream valve on a 
drain tube, eight feet in diameter. 
running through the dam. He meant 
to open the downstream valve. 
• • • 


To understand what happened 


from then on it should be under- 
stood that a dam is by no means 
a solid mass of concrete. It U 
honeycombed with passageways to 
let water through, for workmen 
to walk in. for electrical conduits. 
for skyscraper elevators. 


For instance, at Coulee- there 


are 60 ef the eight-fcot-in-diameter 
drain tubes running through the 
dam at three different levels. 


When the workman mistakenly 


opened the upstream valve in one* 
of the tubes, water shot into the 
drain under tremendous pressure. 
So violent was its force that it

flipped open a manhole cover on 
the top of the drain, on the floor of 
a passageway above. 


When the workman saw the 


water shoct up through the man- 
hole', he lost his head. Instead of 
flipping the switch which would 
have closed the valve and cut off 
the rushing torrent, he ran.

Something like this happening 


inside a big dam is like fire on a 
ship at sea or an airplane losing 
an engine. News of it spread fast 
from one end of the 4,200-foot-long 
structure to the other. 


Seconds after the workman fled, 


the inspection tunnel he was in was 
flooded with the ice-cold roaring 
waters of the Columbia River. 


Engineers Norman 
G. 
Holm* 


dahl. of Seattle; Donald D. Mc- 
Gregor of Wheatland, N. D.; and 
Milton Berg, of Howard, 8. C., 
were the first to reach the danger 
spot Taking a round-about way, 
holding hands to keep from being 
swept away by the rushing waist* 
deep waters, in danger of elec- 
trocution by flooded wires, and 
threatened with complete, darkness 
by failure of the electrical system, 
they somehow made it. 


Holmdahl, an electrical engineer, 


spotted 'the trouble. .Then they 
opened the downstream gate to-let 
some of .the water drain out Next, 


they managed to get the upstream 
gate closed. 


Meantime, Operations Superin- 


tendent John S. Bates, of Yakima, 
Wash., and Engineer James P. 
Green, of Maiden, Wash., were 
battling shoulder-deep water in 
another passageway. Bates was 
nearly swept through a drain 
to his death as the two were1 
aging to open a second downstream 
gate. 


At the same time, in another part 


of the threatened dam,'Assistant 
Chief Powerhouse Operator Har- 
old E. Parmenter, of Portland, 
Ore.; and operators Irvin E. 
Slougbter, of Milford, Mich.; and 
Perry W. Crandall, of Bishop, 
Calif., got a third gate open but 
were beaten back by the pressum 
and coldness of the water in their 
efforts to lessen another gate. 


To keep electric lights going for 


the men battling death deep in the 
dam,. Roy P. Petermari, of Cove, 
Ore., powerhouse shift supervisor, 
kept maximum power 
flowing 


through the emergency. He got a 
silver medal-for his comparatively 
minor role.

Veterans May Apply for 
Jobless Pay on Oct. 15 


Recent veterans of the armed 


forces, who may be eligible to file 
claims for unemployment compen- 
sation under the Veterans' Read- 
justment Assistance Act of 1952 
after Oct. 14,. today were urged 
to visit the local unemployment 
compensation office at the armory, 
Dixon, and register for work if 
they are seeking employment. 
Claims are taken every Wednes- 
day from 9 a.m. to noon and from 


p.m. until 2 p.m. 
Tillie Kalen, manager of the 


local office pointed out that "This 
compensation is payable only to 
veterans who are unemployed for 
no other reason than that- they 
cannot obtain suitable work," Mrs. 
Kalen explained. "One of the first 
requirements is that the unem- 
ployed veteran be registered for 
vork with the State Employment 
Service. Another is that he be 
able to work full time, be available 
for work and be actively seeking 
work by his own efforts." 


Has. Information 


Mrs. Kalen also urged the un 


employed veteran to visit the local 
employment office for information 
on establishing his reemployment 
rights under the Selective Service 
Act. If, in the meantime, however, 


has acquired new skills or 


knowledge, or experience in a new 
occupation, and does not want to 
return to his old job, he should 
explain that fact to the local office 
interviewer. 


Mrs. Kalen stated that the pur- 


xwe of the new veterans' unem- 
iloyment compensation legislation 


to provide discharged service- 


men, who are unable to find jobs, 
with weekly payments which will 
tide them over temporary emer- 
;endea while they are out of work. 
The total of 1670 which is payable 
in weekly amounts of $28, to be 
paid when out of work and eligible, 


l remain to their credit until 


used. . 


Sh« also stated that the veteran 


cannot collect this unemployment 
compensation for the same period 
n which he is receiving mustering, 
out pay. Nor can he collect bene- 
fits while receiving allowances for 
education or subsistence during 
training. 


Should File Claim 


In addition, if he has state wage 


credits that might make him elig- 
Jle for benefits under any state 


un*mpleymsnt Insurance law, or 
md«r OM railroad unemployment 
msunuw* program, he should file 


claim for such benefits. Natural- 
y • claim for these benefits will 
be acted upon first, and if they 
amount to less than $26 weekly, he 
wifl gat •upplamaatary benefits to 


bring his weekly benefits up to that 
amount.If he is disqualified under 
the state law from receiving bene- 
fits for any week claimed, he will 
not be eligible for benefits. 


If the veteran is unemployed 


after Oct. 14, 1952, and reports to 
the local unemployment compensa- 
tion office to file his claim, he 
should bring with him his dis- 
charge or separation papers, his 
social security card, and a list of 
employers for whom he worked 
during the 18 months prior to his 
entering the service and up to the 
date of his claim. 


Mrs. Kalen stated that the local 


unemployment compensation office 
like all other offices in the state 
will be ready to take claims for 
veterans unemployment compen- 
sation on the morning of Oct. 15, 
1952, the earliest date such claims 
may be filed.

HOLLYWOOI>-<»—Producers In 


Hollywood who think they are 
throttled by censorship should lis- 
ten to a film maker from India. 


Visiting here is Mehboob Kahn, 


one of the most succesful produc- 
er-directors of India's film indus- 
try, which is the second largest in 
the world. He is the maker.of 
•Aan," the first Indian film to get 
a major release .outside* of the 
Orient. It is currently enjoying its 
llth week of success in London, 
and Kahn is talking a deal.to re- 
lease it in the U. S. 


Kahn discussed movie-making in 


India, and I gathered that it is 
much different from Hollywood 
methods. With one exception—cen- 
sorship. 


So Kissing 


"Ah, yes, we have censorship, 


too," he sighed. "But ours is even 
more strict We cannot even show 
a man and woman kissing. Isn't 
that silly? Indians can see all the 
tissing they want in American pic- 
tures, but it isn't allowed in pic- 
tures made in India. 


"Nor can we depict gangsters, 


even though American gangster 
pictures play Indian theaters. We 
cannot show the details. 


I ask him how much of the 


'emale form he could display. "Up 
to here," he demonstrated, point- 
ing to the upper ankle. But he 
added that films could display the 
Mn midriff, since that is the cus- 
tom at woman ta putt of India. 


"I think it U a mistake to try 


to keep sex out of movies," he 
observed/ "Sex is what has made 
the American film industry so 
great, and the lack of it has hurt 
the English picture business. NtaA 
ty per cent of the foreign pictures 
shown in India are American. The 
rest of English, with a few Italian 
and French." 


Make M« Films 


Kahn reported that the Indian 


film industry makes between 200 
and 300 pictures a year. They are 
about the only films seen in rural 
India, but foreign pictures, parti- 
cularly American, get a play in 
the big cities. 
A 


"American pictures usually play 


a week in the first-run theaters hi 
the bigger cities," he said. "A sen- 
sational picture like 'Samson and 
Delilah' or 'Bathing Beauty* or 
•Kismet* might play as much as 
10 weeks. I have booked 'Aan' in 
Bombay for a minimum of 80 
weeks."

Wash corned beef thoroughly 


and cover with cold water. Bring 
slowly to a boll and cook for 5 
minutes. Skim, add bay 
leaf, 


cloves and garlic, cover and re- 
duce heat. Cook slowly 3 to 4 
hours, or until very tender.

Cinerama: 6An Aesthetic Atom Bomb' 
New Form of Motion Pictures an Awesome Panorama

NEW YOPJC-It is tremendously 


exciting to be able to recognize 
something brand new as being im- 
portant. 


But that's the reaction every 


person in the audience at the 
Broadway Theater is getting these 
days. On display is the first pub- 
lic showing of Cinerama, a com- 
pletely different form of motion* 
pictures. 


The program is simply a two- 


hour collection of sequences, lit- 
tle different frojn those old master- 
pieces of boredom, the travelog- 
ues. But the Broadway audience 
is cheering and applauding each 
new scene, which gives you some 
indication of the success of this 
new system. 


Picture this — a curving screen 


that is as wide, or wider, than the 
entire stage, and higher than the 
conventional screen, too. 
• • • 


On this vast expanse of screen, 


the technicolor films give you the 
impression of "looking through a 
window at a real scene, rather 
than simply at a picture that 
moves. You are there, in person. 
The panorama is so gigantic that 
at first, it awes you. 


And the initial program, "This 


is Cinerama," is produced to wring 
as much awe out of you as possible. 
The first scene, after an introduc- 
tion by Lowell Thomas on a con* 
ventiona! screen, bursts' on your 
senses' like an aesthetic atomic 
bomb.

roller coaster. It races around the 
track and the audience gasps and 
screams. It is a unique experience 
in the theater, one that must rankr 
with the first time anyone beard a 
motion picture make noise. 


The balance of the program is 


made up of similar sequences — 
the Vienna Boys' Choir singing In 
front of a Viennese castle: a mag- 
nificent ride in a Venetian gondola 
through Venetian canals; a brief 
stop in a Spanish bull ring; a.per- 
formance at the La Scala Opera 
House; a visit to Florida's Cypress 
Gardens with a water-skiing show 
that is a little too long; a magnifi- 
cent performance by 
marching 


Scottish bagpipe bands. 


And the climax of the program 


is an airplane tour of the U. S., 
beginning at New York and end* 
ing with a 
mountain-scraping 


flight through a canyon in Zion 
National Park. It is one of the 
most beautiful sights, ever record- 
ed on film. At one point, the plane 
(and you) land at Kansas City 
Airport, and you can almost feel 
the bounce. 


Technically, Cinerama needs a 


little work to get the bugs out 
It U actually three films, shown 
side by side. Where they join, you 
often see a thin streak of light, and 
occasionally one of the pictures 
will be a shade lighter than its 
neighbor. 


Besides being a new adventure 


in sight, Cinerama .also encom- 
passes a new sound system. There 


are five speakers behind the 
screen, and two others on theSL 
sides of the theater. When the 
films'are made, separate micro- 
phones are used and separate 
sound tracks made. 


The result Is authentic sound. 


When a trumpet blares on the 
right aide of the screen, you hear 
that sound from the right side 
of the screen. When a motor boat 
moves across the screen, the sound 
moves with It. This heightens the£ 
illusion of reality. 


It is too early to judge One- 


rama's success of its future. But 
already crowds of people are lin- 
ing up daily at the Broadway box- 
office, paying up to 12.80 a ticket 
to see this program, which wouldn't 
attract fleas if It were to an or- 
dinary motion picture theater. 


The Cinerama people say thea- 


ters in other cities will be equip- 
ped to show the program. But m 
may be some time before It be- 
comes widespread. It's expensive 
to make the pictures, because It 
requires special cameras sad even 
•pedal film, and it is expensive 
to show because a theater must 
be rebuilt to use It 


In the future, Cinerama produe* 


tioms will be straight dramas, prob- 
ably with an outdoor background to 
take advantage of the - system's^ 
ability to recreate magnificent 
scenery.

Turkey h a Good Budget Buy 


NEWS PAPER 


Turkey gives a lot of'meat In 


proportion to its site. It's one 
of the best meat buys now for 
your family. Turkeys arc in plen- 
tiful supply and we all might as 
well take advantage of the situa- 
tion. 


Here are a few notes wi the 


turkey outlook from the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 


1—Storage holdings now are con- 


siderably larger than last year. 


2. Production is up 10 per cent 


this year.

3—Frozen stocks must be moved 


as fresh supplies increase. 


4—Available supplies include all 


sites—small Beltsville 
broilers, 


larger sizes for roasting and big 
birds, the quantity feeders. 


—Wholesale prices are about the 


same or slightly less than 
last 


year (good news these days.) 


For your first turkey menu of 


the year, try turkey dumplings. 


Turkey Dumpling* 


(It medtattvsised dumplings) 
One and one-half cups sifted 


flour, 4 teaspoons baking powder. 
1 teaspoon salt. 2>£ cups ground 
cooked turkey, 1 cup milk, 1 egg, 
beaten, about 3 cups thin turkey 
gravy or broth. 


Sift flour, baking powder and 


salt together. Add turkey and mix 
thoroughly. Add milk to egg, and 
stir into turkey and flour mixture. 
Heat gravy in deep pan. When 
gravy bolls, drop mixture into it 
by spoonsful. 
Cover tightly at 


once. Cook about 15 minutes. Do 
not remove cover at any time dur- 
ing cooking. 


How about making the most of I 


green peppers, too. These hints 
may be welcome to you: 


Cut peppers in two. lengthwise. 


remove pith and seeds, parboil 2 
or 3 minutes. Fill (a) with a 
chopped and seasoned vegetable 
mixture, or (b) equal parts of 
chopped and seasoned vegetable 
and meat, or (c) chopped meat 
and cooked rice, or (4) chopped 
vegetable and cooked rice. 


Bake in a moderate oven. To* 


matoes and eggplant may be 
stuffed in similar fashion and' 
baked. 


Bird Vitamins 


AUSTIN, Texas W—Birds have 


to have their vitamin A, too. This 
was made clear in a report on bob- 
white quail by the wildlife man- 
ager of the big King Ranch in 
South Texas, V. W. Lehmann. 


The quail died off mysteriously 


in wholesale lots on the ranch dur- 
ing the winter of 1950-51. 


Lehmann said tests disclosed 


that lack of native food containing 
the indispensable vitamin A and 
severe cold weather that restricted 
the quail's feeding routine caused 
them to die.
